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Aggressive salespeople charged 


South Simcoe Police have received 
recent reports of aggressive water 
heater salespeople, soliciting in the 
Bradford West Gwillimbury area. The 
salespeople are telling homeowners 
that they are there to inspect the 
residents’ hot water systems because 
of problems in the area. Once inside, 
they attempt to sell unsuspecting 
homeowners a new hot water heater 
system at an inflated cost. 

On November 6, Officers were 
called to Julie Court in Bradford, after 
receiving two separate complaints 
about salespeople using aggressive 
tactics. In one case, the salespeople 
refused to leave the home unless they 
were allowed inside to conduct an 
inspection. The homeowner called 
police. As a result, a 21 year old 
Mississauga man and a 23 year old 
Maple man were charged under the 
Trespass to Property Act, for "Failing 
to Leave Premises When Directed.” 
The charge carries a $50 fine for a first 
offence; on subsequent offences, the 
offenders could be required to appear 
before a Justice of the Peace, and face 
a maximum penalty of $2000. 

The Ministry of Consumer Services 
provides the following tips; 

. Don't sign on the spot. If the 
salesperson pressures you to sign, 
insist you need more time to read the 
contract, including the fine print. 

. Get it in writing. Ask about rental 


fees, installation, repair and extra 
service charges and promises, 
including warranties - and insist on 
getting the details in writing. 

. Ask for identification. Ask for photo 
ID, the name of the company the 
salesperson works for, and to keep 
a copy of any sales material that the 
salesperson shows you. 

. Be sure before you buy. Once you 
have a water heater installed in your 
home, you will have to pay some costs 
if you change your mind. These costs 
include the rental payments still due 
when you terminate, the expenses 
the rental company incurs to remove 
the water heater, and charges for 
unreasonable or excessive wear or use 
of the water heater. 

Under Ontario’s Consumer 
Protection Act, you have the right 
to cancel a contract if you change 
your mind - for any reason - within 
10 days of receiving your written 
copy of the contract; if the business 
or salesperson with whom you 
signed die contract has made a false, 
misleading or deceptive statement; or 
if the agreement does not meet all the 
requirements of Ontario’s Consumer 
Protection Act, is not clear or easily 
understood, or fails to clearly disclose 
key information.

South Simcoe Police Report 


Police pursuit 

A 38 year old Barrie man is facing 
several charges, including Impaired 
Driving, Dangerous Driving and 
Flight from Police following a brief 
police pursuit in Bradford West 
Gwillimbury, on November 10. Shortly 
after 10:30 p.m., South Simcoe Police 
were assisting the OPP in located 
a suspect vehicle, which had fled 
from police after being stopped on 
Canal Rd., for suspected Impaired 
Driving. South Simcoe officers 
located the vehicle a short time later, 
after a citizen reported a suspicious 
vehicle in the Bond Head area. When 
police approached, the driver sped 
off, initiating a short pursuit. Police 
terminated the pursuit, fearing for 
public safety, but continued to search 
the area - and spotted the car in a farm 
field. The driver again attempted to 
flee, but the vehicle became stuck. 

The male driver was apprehended, 
charged, and held for a Bail hearing. 

Threaten Death 

South Simcoe Police were called to 
a Bradford home around 2:15 p.m. 
on November 9, after a man was 
assaulted. The victim had discovered 
a man rummaging through his truck; 
when the victim tried to call police, 
the suspect struck him in the face and 
threatened to kill the victim and his 
family. The man fled before police 
arrived, but was apprehended a short 
distance away. He was found to be in 
possession of several stolen items, and 


arrested. While calling a lawyer, the 
suspect smashed the police telephone. 
A 28 year old Newmarket man was 
held in custody, charged with Assault, 
Threatening Death, 2 counts of 
Possession under $5000, and 2 counts 
of Mischief under $5000. 

Damage to vehicles 
South Simcoe Police are currently 
investigating damage to more than a 
dozen vehicles on Imperial Crescent 
in Bradford, during the early morning 
hours of Nov. 8. Persons unknown 
used spray paint of various colours, 
and randomly sprayed vehicles parked 
on the street and in driveways. There 
were no specific targets or motives 
identified for this senseless act of 
vandalism.

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Liberals agree with Jim Flaherty 


To the Editor: Middle class families 
should not have to pay more to give 
wealthier families like those of MPs and 
Cabinet Ministers a $2000 tax break. 

But that’s exactly what's happening 
with Stephen Harper’s new “income 
splitting” scheme. In families where 
the parents are in different tax brackets, 
it allows the higher income spouse to 
claim a tax credit of up to $2000 per year, 
as if a portion of his or her income were 
being taxed at the other parent’s lower 

Former Finance Minister Jim Flaherty 
was concerned that such a policy 
would be expensive, and unfair to most 
Canadians. “It benefits some parts of 
the Canadian population a lot, and 
other parts of the Canadian population 
virtually not at all," he said, and he was 
right. The vast majority of Canadian 
families will receive no benefit from 
income splitting. Single mothers get 


Families in which both parents 
are in the same income bracket get 
nothing. The most needy and lowest 
income families get nothing. 

In fact, fewer than 15% of Canadian 
households will benefit; 85% will not. 
And for the few who do, the biggest 
gains will go to the wealthiest. 

At a cost of $2 billion a year, Mr. Harper 
is spending an awful lot of money to help 
a small and select group. Those who have 
been left out will question both the cost 
and the fairness of it all. Like the late 
Mr. Flaherty, they will wonder why Mr. 
Harper is re-distributing income to the 
more affluent. 

Canadians need a plan for jobs and 
growth. Mr. Harper’s income-splitting 
plan does nothing to encourage 
economic growth or strengthen the 
middle class.

Protesting plans to close 
Rotodale Nursery School 

To the editor: I recently received a letter from 
Simcoe Community Services, informing us 
that a review of their nursery school program 
was conducted and resulted in a decision to 
discontinue the program. Rotodale Nursery 
School in Bradford, and Sunny Park Nurser 
School in Barrie will be closing their doors at 
the end of June 2015 

They state the reason for the closings is the 
introduction of all day, every day Junior and 
Senior kindergarten, as well as increasing 
operational costs. 

As a parent of 3 young children, I am 
shocked at this decision. Each of my children 
attended Rotodale Nursery School for 2 
years prior to starting kindergarten. Rotodale 
was extremely beneficial to our family. Not 
only did the staff help prepare my children 


academically for kindergarten but they also 
taught them valuable social and play skills. 
They were a huge support, not only for our 
3 children but also for our entire family. I 
cannot imagine having to go through those 
“preschool years” again without Rotodale. 

Personally, I am not a supporter of full-time 
kindergarten, for many reasons - reasons I 
won't go into now - but as a result of full-time 
JK/SK and insufficient funding to preschools, 
two excellent preschools in our area are 
closing. 

The benefits of preschool are overwhelming. 
Not only do children become exposed to 
numbers, letters and shapes, they learn how 
to socialize, get along with other children, and 
share. It also helps to begin to expose them 
to a sense of independence, being away from 
Mommy and Daddy for a short time. 

According to the National Institute for Early 
Education Research (NIEER), more than two- 
thirds of 4 year olds and more than 40% of 3 
year olds were enrolled in a preschool in 2005. 
"Children who attend high-quality preschool 
enter kindergarten with better pre-reading 
skills, richer vocabularies and stronger basic 
math skills than those who do not,” NIEER 

With kindergarten now full-time, there is 
all the more reason for quality preschools. 
They offer excellent programs to help prepare 
children for the long kindergarten school 
days. If a child has only ever been at home 
with their parents/guardians, she hours a day, 

5 days in a row, is incredibly overwhelming. 
Preschools help young children gain social 
skills, organization, and the experience of 
listening to an adult other than their parents. 

Allowing preschools to close is absolutely 
atrocious. Who is this affecting the most? Our 
young children. It's a known fact that the first

It took 63 weeks and an investment 
of $60 million, but on November 7, 
partners RioCan Investments and 
Tanger Outlets cut the ribbon to 
officially open the new Tanger Outlets 
Cookstown mall, at Hwy.

Ward Councillor Lynn Dollin also 
welcomed the expansion - and 
thanked Tanger Outlets for putting 
“Innisfil on the map.” 

In turn, COO McDonough thanked 
the Town, his staff, and partners.

REMEMBER, from Page 1 
and Corporal Nathan Cirillo, killed 
by extremists in the weeks before 
Remembrance Day; to Sapper Brian 
Collier who gave his life serving in 
Afghanistan, in 2010; and to all “Fallen 
Comrades,” including Legionnaires 
Orville Hand, Frank Lotto, and Bruce 
Turner. 

World War II veteran Bert Hogg laid 
a wreath, made of the yellow ribbons 
that were tied to lamp posts and hydro 
poles at the funeral of Brian Collier, in 
memory of those comrades. 

Hundreds attended the 
Remembrance Day ceremony, and on 
November 9, hundreds had marched 
in the annual Bradford Remembrance 
Parade, led by the InnisfQ Pipes & 
Drums and Legion Colour Party. 

Participants in the parade included 
serving members of the Canadian 
Forces, as well as 94 Squadron 
Newmarket Air Cadets, Tottenham 


329 Army Medical Corps Cadets, Sea 
Cadets with RCSCC Patriot; South 
Simcoe Police; Guides and Scouts; 
and residents of all ages. 

They walked a route from the TSC 
Store on Holland St. West to the 
Bradford Legion on Back St. Along the 
way, signs that read “Thank You” were 
hung on lamp posts or held aloft by 
those watching the parade pass by. 

At the Legion Cenotaph, marchers 
joined the waiting crowd, as Father 
Dan Graves led a brief service, and 
Singers in Motion, the choir of Music 
in Motion Performing Arts studio, 
sang O Canada, and songs and hymns 
on die theme of Remembrance. 

The Last Post was followed by a 
moment of silence.

Bradford Legion’s Remembrance Dinner 



Every year, on the Saturday before Remembrance Day, the 
Bradford Legion hosts a Remembrance Dinner. 

Legion members and their families, dignitaries and the 
general public are invited to attend - and Veterans, of war¬ 
time or peace-time service, are the honoured guests. 

The Ladies’ Auxiliary prepares a Roast Beef Dinner that is 
served by local Army, Air Force and Sea Cadets - and every 
year, the Legion welcomes special guest speakers. 

Master Corporal Brooke Devlin spoke about her role 
as 3 Med. Technician in Afghanistan, providing medical 
assistance to the surgeons and nurses at a trauma centre in 
Kandahar, that treated wounded soldiers but also injured 
Afghan nationals. 

"A lot of litde kids went through, which messed with my 
head a bit,” Devlin admitted - but there were also tender 
moments, opportunities to help, and to observe the deep 
bonds between the Canadian soldiers. 

And she was proud of the statistics: Patients brought to 
a North American trauma unit with severe trauma have a 
75% “survivability” rate - but those brought to the medical 
centre in Kandahar had 98% survivability. 

The Legion also welcomed Honorary Colonel Sam Reid, 
RCAF 8 Wing Air Maintenance Squadron at CFB Trenton 
- but better known as keyboardist and songwriter with the 
band Glass Tiger. Reid’s involvement with the military dates 
back to 1996, when Glass Tiger performed for troops in 
Bosnia. 

“I had no idea that would be the start of something long- 
lasting,” said Hon. Col. Reid - but the band continue to 
perform for the troops, touring Afghanistan in 2009,2010, 
and 2011. 

It was an incredible experience, Reid said. “The work that 
our service members do, as a collective team is incredible,” 
building schools, bridges, and roads. “They would build 
it, and die Taliban would destroy it, and they’d go back to 
rebuild it again.” 

More than that, the Canadian soldiers would teach the 
Afghans how to rebuild on their own. Reid noted, "It’s our 
current soldiers, and of course our Canadian vets, who 
have laid the groundwork for the peace we enjoy.” 

He shared his experiences in Afghanistan, with a video 
filmed during the band's last tour in the war zone. 

MP for York Simcoe Peter Van Loan called this year’s 
Remembrance ceremonies special “for a number 
of reasons.” Special, not only because it is the 100th 
Anniversary of the start of World War I, and the 200th 
anniversary of the end of the War of 1812, but because 
“we have recendy seen the deaths, on our own shores, of 


two soldiers” - Chief Warrant Officer Patrice Vincent, and 
Corporal Nathan Cirillo, “killed in the most sacred place in 
the country where we do mark Remembrance Day.” 

Van Loan said that he had met Bradford resident Brian 
Collier, at his graduation - and sat at the table, making “the 
decisions that determined his service in Afghanistan.” 

And while it is the politicians who make those decisions, 
he said, "It’s the soldiers who want to do that work for 
Canada, for the world," who defend Canada's values of 
democracy, rule of law, and freedom. 

"We have so much to be proud of, and believe in.” 

MPP Julia Munro also spoke of the role of remembrance, 
and of the recent deaths at the hands of would-be 
extremists. "This is real, this isn’t something that has 
faded away by 100, by 200 years. This is real. These are real 
people... Freedom isn’t free." 

Bradford West Gwillimbury Mayor Doug White thanked 
the young Cadets for their service, and the Bradford Legion 
and Ladies Auxiliary for organizing the event. "You help our 
community get together at this dinner, and get together... at 
the Parade, and again on Tuesday (Nov. 11) to honour our 
veterans.” 

White spoke of the recent deaths on Canadian soil, and 
emphasized the need to honour all who have given their 
lives, and served. “The comfort that we have in our lives is 
a gift that other people have given us," he said, urging those 
in attendance to “Express love for our family, love for our 
community, and hang onto to those moments as long as we 
can... Let’s live to the best of our ability today.”

Poppy project at Bradford High 



Hie Grade 12 Art Leadership class 
at Bradford District High School 
has been creating its own “Banner 
Projects" - art installations reflecting 
current issues, designed to provoke 
thought and discussion. 

But for Remembrance Day, they’ve 
been working on something different. 

Inspired by the Tower of London 
“Poppy” installation, in which the 
moat at the Tower has been filled 
with 888,246 ceramic poppies, 
each representing a British or 
Commonwealth soldier killed in 
World War I, the students have 
created a river of red gauze, dotted 
with cloth poppies made by hand. 

The “river” is 25 yards long. Students 
have made 1,600 red poppies, to sew 
onto the red backing. Another 45 
white poppies are each embroidered 
with the name of a Bradford West 
Gwillimbury soldier killed in the first 
World War. 


The piece is titled, “The River in 
Us” - and a vision statement explains, 
“In the collective work, the River in 
Us, we offer our respect and present a 
vision of hope. The colour red and the 
clusters of poppies suggest the blood 
and sacrifice of the men and women 
who died in the wars. Blood is what 
connects us to them. Like the streams 
of water that run underneath the 
earth’s surface connecting vast oceans 
together, blood is the force that binds 
us. It was part of those who came 
before us; it flows through us today, 
and connects us to the generations to 
come. We are intrinsically linked to the 
faults of our past, the collective hope 
for peace" 

“They're really trying to understand 
the poppy, rather than just wearing 
a poppy on their chest,” said teacher 
Aurelia Stec. The completed project 
was hung in the school foyer, on 
Remembrance Day. 


Escape into the arms of strangers 


Eric Whitehead’s latest book isn’t 
his website. 

he site - www.thatroadtripbook. 
m - is mostly a "travel site,” he 
explains; promoting his 
earlier books that include 
Then There was One; The 
Ultimate 70s Road Trip. 

His new book, “Helga - 
escape into the arms of 
strangers" is different. 

It’s the story of his wife’s 
mother, Helga, who fled 
from Nazi Germany as a 
child, on the last of the 
Kindertransport trains. 

Kindertransport was set up to bring 
unaccompanied Jewish children from 
Germany and Nazi-held countries to 
Great Britain, following Kristallnacht 
- the “Night of Breaking Glass” - an 
attack by Nazi supporters on Jewish 
homes and businesses, November 9 
and 10,1938. 

Helga was 12 when she left Germany 
in 1939. Her mother had died 2 years 
earlier; she had been living with her 
father and grandmother. 



Once in Great Britain, she was 
placed in a foster home - and 
although she was always grateful to 
England for her rescue, "she never felt 

- part of her families,” Whitehead 

says. She lived in England 
until 1951, moving a total of 
18 times. “She never could put 
down roots. She never could 
never have any kind of family 
environment." 

And she never saw her father 
and grandmother again. Helga’s 
father died 9 months after she 
left Germany. Her grandmother 
died in the Treblinka death camp. 

Whitehead based much of the book 
on a memoir Helga wrote about 
12 years ago, at the age of 76, and 
a box filled with old photographs - 
organizing the stories, and putting 
them into historical context. His goal 
was to preserve the story, for the 
family and for others. 

Helga married and moved to 
Canada in 1951. Now 88, she lives 
in Toronto.
